Long  hours  of  hard  work  has  been  a  way 
of  life  for  Brother  Henry  Luke  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  and  it’s  one  of  several 
reasons  why  this  personable  gentleman  has 
won  so  much  respect  and  so  many  friends 
on  the  campus  during  the  past  47  years. 

A  native  of  Wooster, 

Ohio,  Brother  Henry 
first  heard  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  through  a 
missionary  priest,  Fr. 

Alex  Schuette,  who 
served  Wooster’s  Im¬ 
maculate  Conception 
Church  there  in  the 
early  1900’s.  Brother 
Henry  first  entered  the 
novitiate  at  Burketts- 
ville,  Ohio,  during  1917-20,  then  studied  at 
Saint  Charles  Seminary  in  Charthagena, 
Ohio,  during  1920-29. 

In  1929,  Brother  Henry  came  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  and  he’s  been  here  ever  since.  His 
first  assignment  was  the  cow  barn,  a  large 
white  wood  structure  that  stood  roughly 
where  Halleck  Center  is  now  located. 

Now  77  years  of  age,  Brother  Henry  was 
joined  in  his  barn  chores  by  two  hired  work¬ 
men,  Fred  Shuster  and  Eddie  Effinger. 

Since  1965,  Brother  Henry  has  assisted  in 
campus  maintenance. 

“I  want  to  keep  on  working  as  long  as  I 
can,  because  I  am  very  well  satisfied  and 
happy  with  being  part  of  this  college  com¬ 
munity,”  he  says.  “Really,  there  isn’t  a  thing 
I’d  want  that  isn’t  already  here  and  I’ve  been 
treated  very  well  by  everyone  here.” 

Maybe  this  is  because  Brother  Henry, 
through  his  personal  spirit  of  selfless  dedica¬ 
tion  to  the  college,  has  also  treated  the 
campus  and  its  people  very  well.

New  Alumni  Board  Members  Chosen; 
Dale  Fallat  ’66  Elected  To  Head  Group 


Bayh  of  Indiana  told  214  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  graduates. 

Senator  Bayh  warned  that  basic  freedoms 
guaranteed  by  the  Bill  of  Rights  have  faced 
frequent  and  serious  challenges,  then  stressed 
that  vigilance  by  each  citizen  in  speaking 
out  against  encroachments  on  these  rights 
is  the  best  assurance  that  they  will  remain 
“strong  and  sacrosanct.” 

Senator  Bayh  said  it  is  not  safe  to  pre¬ 
sume  that  freedoms  listed  in  the  Bill  of 
Rights  will  be  automatically  preserved  just 
because  they  are  written  there. 

“Please  do  not  believe  that  past  mistakes, 
past  challenges  to  our  basic  freedoms  can¬ 
not  occur  again;  don’t  say  that  it  can’t 
happen  here,  because  it  has  before  and  it 
can  happen  again,”  he  continued.  “Too 
often  we  have  had  a  fear  of  the  unorthodox 
and  problems  in  relations  with  people  who 
look  or  think  differently  than  we  do. 

“History  makes  it  clear  that  very  few 
great  nations  have  survived  much  more  than 
200  years,  but  I  refuse  to  agree  with  proph¬ 
ets  of  doom  who  would  claim  the  United 
States  has  just  about  run  its  course,”  the 
senator  added.  “Our  great  strength  lies  in 
our  freedoms  and  our  willingness  and  read¬ 
iness  to  stand  up  and  defend  them.  We 
must  avoid  seeking  nothing  more  than  a 
freedom  from  responsibility.” 

The  greatest  measuring  stick  of  a  people’s 
desire  to  maintain  their  freedom  is  their 
ability  to  object  to  the  efforts  of  those  who 
would  impose  their  wills  upon  them,  he 
noted. 

“When  the  record  of  our  time  is  written, 
let  it  say  that  we  did  object  to  anything 
and  everything  except  an  all-out  effort  to 
finish  the  unfinished  business  of  America,” 
Senator  Bayh  concluded.  “Let  the  record 
show  that  we  succeeded  in  making  it  right.” 

Following  Senator  Bayh’s  address,  he 
was  presented  with  an  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree,  while  Father  Thomas  Ryan  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  received  an  honorary  doctor 
of  letters  degree. 

Miss  Hajduch  also  delivered  the  valedictory 
address,  in  which  she  stressed  the  contri¬

Scholarship  Fund  Established 
By  Benno  M.  Scheidler  Estate 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  received 
$200,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Benno 
M.  Scheidler  at  Attica,  Ind.,  to  establish  a 
scholarship  fund  at  the  college. 

The  Scheidler  Scholarship  Fund,  to  carry 
the  names  of  Benno  M.  and  Cecilia  M. 
Scheidler,  will  be  administered  by  the  reg¬ 
ular  scholarship  committee  of  the  college 
and  grants  will  be  restricted  to  Indiana 
students. 

A  check  for  $200,000  has  been  presented 
to  college  president  Father  Charles  Banet 
by  Attica  attorney  Keith  Barnhart,  acting  on 
behalf  of  John  Rumsas,  executor  of  the 
Scheidler  estate. 

During  the  check  presentation,  Barnhart 
also  announced  that  a  distribution  of  resid¬ 
ual  funds  in  the  Scheidler  estate  will  be 
made  at  a  later  date,  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
share  in  that  residual  portion  will  also  be 
placed  in  the  scholarship  fund. 

“The  Scheidler  family  has  been  a  long¬ 
time  supporter  of  Saint  Joseph’s,  and  its 
ongoing  assistance  and  friendship  means  a 
great  deal  to  all  of  us  at  the  college,”  Father 
Banet  says.  “Benno  Scheidler’s  brother  Albin 
served  as  a  priest  here  for  35  years,  and 
Benno  provided  us  with  the  major  portion 
of  funds  for  our  recent  chapel  renovation.

Bill  Jennings,  coach-of-the-year  in  the 
Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  in  1970,  1971, 
and  1976,  steers  his  gridders  into  the  1977 
campaign  with  hopes  of  improving  upon 
last  season’s  6-3  overall  record  and  4-1  con¬ 
ference  record,  plus  repeating  as  I.C.C. 
CHAMPS,  a  position  they  held  with  Evans¬ 
ville  in  1976. 

"I  think  with  the  lettermen  we  have 
coming  back,  with  the  young  people  on  our 
team,  and  the  incoming  junior  college  trans¬ 
fers  and  high  school  recruits,  the  1977 
squad  has  the  potential  to  be  an  excellent 
team,”  Jennings  says.  ‘‘We  need  to  repeat 
the  fine  leadership  qualities  that  were  given 
to  us  by  our  graduating  seniors.  If  we  can 
maintain  this  leadership  and  fill  some  posi¬ 
tions,  we  will  be  on  our  way.  There  are 
many  potential  disruptions  that  can  side¬ 
track  a  successful  season.  However,  going 
into  camp,  we  as  a  staff  and  our  players  are 
very  positive  about  achieving  our  goals  for 
1977.  It’s  time  to  get  to  work.” 

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College  football 
Pumas,  ICC  co-champs  in  ’76,  will  play  a 
nine-game  schedule  in  1977,  including  four 
games  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference 
and  a  season  opener  with  a  first-time-ever 
foe,  Wisconsin-Eau  Claire. 

The  Sept.  3  opening  date  is  the  earliest 
opener  in  recent  college  history  and  the 
schedule  includes  other  non-conference 
battles  with  Olivet  (Mich.),  Franklin,  Wabash 
and  DePauw.
